WASHINGTON, Nov. IS.—Negotia- 


tions for settlement of .the controversy 
between coal miners and operators to- 
day were awaiting a settlement of dif- 
ferences between the operators them- 
eelves. 
For nearly three days 
the 


operators have been in session in an 
attempt to agree on a counter proposi- 
tion to make to the miners' demands. 
Altho they hoped to have their pro- 
posals in shape for presentation today, 
there was doubt about it. 


It was understood that the operators 


are divided on the question of advanc- 
es in wages which must be borne by 
the public. They fear that increases 
which would pinch the public would 
create a storm of furor which would 
be directed against the operators and 
not the miners. 


While the operators are adjusting 


their own difficulties, the representa- 
tives of the miners are unguided and 
are using every advantage possible to 
strengthen their cause. 
Complaints 


have been made to the attorney gen- 
eral by the miners that operators in 
some fields have restricted the produc- 
tion in order to help fight the miners. 


The joint conference of the miners 


and operators was again 
postponed j 


this morning. The operators were not 
ready to go on with the negotiations 
and asked that the meeting be deferred 
until afternoon.

WASHINGTON, Nov. IS.—A com- 


promise resulting in ratification of the 
treaty with Germany with reservations 
satisfactory to two thirds of the sen- 
ate was regarded by many Republi- 
can and Democrat senators todays as 
probable before the end of the week. 


Loaders of the so-called mild reser- 


vationists on the

were willing to agree, they said, to 
the first reservation, originally de- 
scribed as the "preamble," being elim- 
inated or "toned down," if the rest of 
the majority reservations were per- 
mitted to stand.
